FIGURE  CAREFULLY 


Like  most  greenhouse  crops  today,  there 
isn’t  a  whole  lot  of  profit  in  mums  and 
what  there  is  in  them  disappears  completely 
if  not  well  grown  and  the  question  of  var¬ 
ieties  carefully  planned.  The  practical  points 
of  both  these  phases  of  mum  growing  will  be 
found  discussed  on  the  last  pages  of  this 
catalog.  The  matter  of  varieties  is  of  spec¬ 
ial  importance.  Every  successful  mum  grow¬ 
er  drops  some  varieties  and  adds  others 

no  use,  Joe!  No  matter  how  you  every  season.  Real  improvements  on  every 
fig-ure,  Mum  propagation  is  pretty  J 

expensive  business.  crop  we  grow  are  available  annually  .  Mums 

in  all  classes  are  not  an  exception.  Yes,  we  do  occasionally  get  a  new  one 
that  doesn’t  click,  except  for  the  Originator,  but  that  is  the  inevitable 
price  of  progress.  Early  flowering  thru  black  cloth  shading  is  a  phase  of 
mumgrowing  that  is  profitable  for  most  growers  and  it  will  continue  to  be, 
for  to  do  it  successfully  calls  for  earlier  planting  than  can  be  done  by 
some  and  the  added  cost  of  cloth  keeps  a  few  growers  out  of  it.  Also  the 
tendency  toward  over  doing  the  pompons  and  cutting  down  on  the  big  ones. 
Question  of  Labor,  no  doubt,  accounts  for  this.  While  there  always  will  be 
plenty  of  bunch  mums  wanted,  don’t  forget  that  when  our  public  thinks  of 
mums  they  have  the  big  ones  in  mind  and  when  good  they  will  pay  for  them, 
and  before  you  stop  figuring  on  the  mum  crop,  give  some  thot  to  your 
young  stock,  for  there  may  be  a  chance  to  shave  costs.

The  sash  bars  used  in  this  cold 
house  are  spaced  2  ft.  and  are  only  for  supporting-  the  rather  heavy  cloth.  If  we  were 
to  put  up  another,  we  would  use  pipe  frame  construction,  believing  it  would  pay  because 
of  being  more  rigid. 


CULTURAL  NOTES 


The  minor  details  of  propagating  and 
planting  are  pretty  well  understood,  so 
we  will  confine  this  heading  to  a  few 
fundamentals.  The  soil  might  be  con¬ 
sidered  the  basic  one,  tho  it  is  generally 
felt  that  any  old  soil  is  good  enough  for 
this  crop.  With  some  reservations  this  is 
not  far  from  so.  We  really  prefer  2-3  yr. 
old  used  greenhouse  soil  to  fresh  well 
manured  material  because  the  fertility  in 
the  used  seems  usually  more  completely 
available.  Anyhow,  we  generally  note 
better  results  from  its  use  for  mums  if 
the  soil  is  sterilized  or  has  been  within  a 
year.  If  soil  has  been  used  3  years  and 
it  can’t  be  sterilized,  we  suggest  that 
fresh,  well  manured  soil  will  be  safer. 
We  find  that  such  fresh  soil  will  stand 
considerable  top  dressing  during  the  grow¬ 
ing  season  of  the  crop. 

If  ground  beds  are  used  they  must  be 
well  drained,  but  this  is  equally  impor¬ 
tant  for  any  crop.  The  tendency  with 
ground  beds  is  to  get  overwatered.  This 
is  especially  so  during  the  high  temper¬ 
ature  months  of  midsummer  when  much 
overhead  spraying  is  done.  In  the  heat 
of  midsummer,  growth  is  inclined  to 
stand  still  and  this,  of  course,  means  that 
the  roots  are  not  active  and  for  that 


reason  are  easily  overwatered.  With  the 
coming  of  cooler  weather,  growth  picks 
up  and  will  stand  freer  water  and  feed. 
Mums  are  naturally  cool  temperature 
plants.  It  follows  that  they  become 
weakened  by  high  temperatures. 

When  overwatering  is  combined  with 
excessive  heat,  the  spread  of  a  form  of 
fungous  rot  on  the  foliage  is  encouraged. 
When  this  gets  bad,  it  accounts  for  the 
weak  spots  in  the  bed  so  frequently 
noted  especially  in  pompons  on  the 
ground.  The  spread  of  this  rot  can  be 
checked  some  by  spraying  with  Bordeaux 
Mixture,  but  it  is  far  better  to  keep 
growth  as  resistant  to  this  rot  as  pos¬ 
sible,  by  good  cultural  practices.  An¬ 
other  cause  for  rot  that  frequently  weak¬ 
ens  growth  is  lack  of  free  air  circulation, 
that  might  in  turn  be  caused  by  over¬ 
crowding.  Also,  we  believe  black  cloth 
shading,  thru  shutting  the  free  circulation 
of  air  from  them  all  night  is  responsible 
for  the  spread  of  this  trouble.  For  this 
reason  it  is  better  to  remove  at  least  the 
side  cloth  after  darkness  sets  in  and  ad¬ 
justing  it  in  place  before  daylight.  This 
work  might  be  simplified  by  applying  the 
shade  several  hours  earlier  in  the  after¬ 
noon  and  removing  it  after  dark.  This

would,  of  course,  make  it  unnecessary  to 
have  it  on  in  the  morning.  All  that  is 
important  is  the  total  number  of  dark¬ 
ened  hours. 

Only  objection  we  can  see  to  this  is 
that  during  early  evening  hours  light  is 
stronger  than  early  in  the  morning, 
making  a  better  grade  of  cloth  necessary 
to  get  the  same  degree  of  darkness  to  be 
had  after  6:00  P.  M.  and  before  7  A.  M. 

Excessive  atmospheric  moisture  en¬ 
courages  any  form  of  rust  or  rot.  For 
this  reason,  don’t  do  any  overhead  spray¬ 
ing  on  shaded  beds  late  in  the  day. 

EARLY  AND  MID-SEASON 
MUMS  IN  SEPTEMBER 

Most  mum  markets  were  not  fully 
cared  for  with  good  stock  during  the 
last  half  of  September  of  the  past  year. 
California  had  to  supply  many  flowers 
that  could  have  been  grown  locally.  The 
production  of  good  shaded  stock  in  the 
Middle  West  and  East  is  not  difficult,  but 
some  points  must  be  watched  or  second 
grade  flowers  that  are  always  in  over¬ 
supply  will  result.  Probably  the  most 
important  point  is  planting  early,  in  our 
latitude  May  15-20;  for  some  naturally 
long  stemmed  kind  June  1  will  do,  if 
they  take  hold  and  grow  on  unchecked. 
Reason  for  early  planting  is  that  when 
buds  are  set  a  month  or  more  earlier 
than  normal,  the  stems  will  of  course  not 
have  time  to  get  so  long  as  when  they 
form  normally.  Our  earliest  shading  date 
has  been  July  12th.  Next  season  this 
will  be  advanced  to  July  5.  The  height 
of  big  mums  when  shading  starts  should 


be  2%  to  3  ft.,  depending  on  heighth 
the  variety  naturally  grows.  When  in 
flower  they  will  have  drawn  up  to  4  and 
4  Mj  ft.  For  the  pompons  when  shading 
starts,  the  height  should  be  around  16 
to  20  in.  They  will  lengthen  14-16  in. 
These  figures  for  all  classes  should  be 
accepted  as  minimum.  If  your  stock  is 
substantially  below  them  when  shading 
should  start,  better  let  them  come  natur¬ 
ally,  for  most  markets  are  oversupplied 
with  short  or  poor  stock,  especially  pom¬ 
pons. 

SHADING 

Mums  belong  to  what  is  known  as 
“short  day”  plants.  By  this  is  meant 
they  will  not  set  buds  until  the  days  are 
shortening.  This  is  easily  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  if  daylight  hours  are 
lengthened  with  artificial  light,  setting  of 
buds  is  delayed.  This  is  taken  advantage 
of  by  flowering  especially  desirable  late 
varieties  beyond  their  normal  season. 
This  will  be  discussed  further. 

Methods  of  applying  shade  vary  with 
most  growers.  It  depends  on  the  ma¬ 
terial  on  hand  and  the  location  of  the 
beds.  With  a  small  house  devoted  en¬ 
tirely  to  this  shaded  crop,  the  most 
efficient  method  we  find  is  the  one  pic¬ 
tured  in  cut  on  this  page.  When  this 
method  is  used,  the  planting  should  be 
arranged  so  the  shading  on  all  the  house 
can  start  on  the  same  date.  If  but  one 
house  is  grown  and  a  succession  of 
flowers  is  wanted,  this  can  be  arranged 
by  planting  early  and  late  varieties.  Late 
ones  require  more  time  to  finish  than  do 
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One  of  our  earlier  forms  of  cold  house  construction  with  which  hot  bed  sash  are  used. 
The  heavy  material  used  makes  it  rather  dark  even  in  midsummer,  but  we  like  the  sash 
covering1  that  of  course  leaves  the  house  much  lig-hter  than  the  heavy  canvas  covering1 
that  sometimes  must  be  left  on  2  or  3  days  at  a  time  to  protect  the  crop  during1  wet 
fall  weather. 


early  kind.  A  succession  of  White  Mums 
can  be  had  from  one  shading1  date  by 
planting  Silver  Sheen  and  the  later  vari¬ 
ety  Betsy  Ross.  In  yellows,  Good  News 
is  followed  nicely  by  Golden  Pearson. 
While  black  sateen  cloth  pictured  in  cut 
No.  1  is  most  widely  used,  it  is  by  no 
means  the  only  suitable  material.  The 
past  season  we  used  an  oil  treated  green 
canvas  supplied  by  the  Windsor  Company. 
It  is  heavy  and  should  last  and  we  be¬ 
lieve  it  will  shed  light  for  as  many  years 
as  will  black  sateen  that  we  find  good  for 
two  to  three  seasons.  The  third  season 
some  light  filters  thru  it;  when  this  hap¬ 
pens  about  a  week  longer  must  be  counted 
on  to  set  buds.  We  have  also  tried  a 


heavy  kraft  paper.  A  6-8c  per  Sq.  Yd. 
grade  we  find  tears  easily.  12-15c  buys 
a  substantial  grade  that  will  last,  but  we 
prefer  the  oil  treated  green  canvas  that 
costs  but  little  more.  In  large  high 
houses,  where  there  are  no  interfering 
posts,  a  frame  work  is  built  over  the  beds 
with  wire  stretched  over  them  lengthwise 
— on  the  wire  the  shading  material  is 
unrolled,  covering  walks  as  well  as  beds. 
With  these  large  areas  and  in  the  over- 
the-roof  plan,  the  shading  material  is 
handled  in  18  ft.  sections  by  means  of  a 
round  pole  to  which  it  is  attached  and 
unrolled  clear  over  the  bed  and  down  the 
end.  The  advantage  of  this  over-all  plan, 
compared  with  shading  beds  individually,

In  a  few  years  this  type  of  construction  will  pay  out  much  better  than  a  flf 
cheaper  arrang-ement  frequently  used. 
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is  in  the  considerably  reduced  amount  of 
cloth  required  for  the  sides. 

For  individual  beds,  the  same  unrolling 
cloth  over  wires  is  used.  The  side  piece 
is  generally  separate  and  is  pushed  back 
and  forth  on  rings,  while  the  ends  are  a 
continuation  of  the  top.  In  building  the 
supporting  frame  work,  we  find  a  height 
of  5  V2  ft.  for  mums  and  4  ft.  for  pom¬ 
poms.  about  right. 

COLD  HOUSES 

Houses  No.  1,  2,  and  3  pictured  with 
this  are  what  we  refer  to  as  cold  houses. 
They  are  with  open  sides  and  some  forms 
are  with  open  gables.  As  will  be  noted, 
they  enjoy  protected  areas  between  large 
detached  houses.  Since  it  is  easily  done, 
we  run  a  few  1  in.  steam  pipes  thru  them, 
not  only  for  a  possible  freeze,  but  to  use 
when  several  days  of  wet  weather  might 
spot  large  flowers.  Pompoms  are  largely 
hard  enough  to  withstand  considerable 
moisture,  but  in  our  latitude  there  is  al¬ 
ways  the  danger  of  a  real  freeze  late  in 
September. 

Any  shading  material  used  for  these 
cold  houses  should  be  left  in  position 
ready  to  unroll  for  frost  protection  until 
the  crop  is  cut  out.  The  green  cloth  al¬ 
ready  referred  to,  we  find  just  fairly  suc¬ 
cessful  for  protecting  large  mums.  While 
it  is  practically  waterproof  on  a  roof  of 
average  pitch,  it  does  leave  a  house  quite 
dark  sometimes  2-3  days  when  it  is  used 
against  wet  or  frosty  weather.  Also,  it 
may  leak  some  after  a  year’s  use.  We 
should  hardly  recommend  it  for  big  mums, 
but  we  believe  it  safe  for  pompoms.  This 
leaves  some  form  of  glass  covering  the 
safest  protection  for  big  mums  flowered 
after  Mid-September  in  our  latitude.  You 
might  get  by  three  seasons  out  of  four 
with  nothing  but  heavy  cloth  protection 
for  big  mums,  but  serious  loss  the  fourth 
season  might  easily  pay  for  a  more  sub¬ 
stantial  protection.  Next  season  we  are 
trying  a  cold  mum  house  protected  with 
a  material  known  as  Flexo  Glass.  This  is 
a  cloth  treated  or  soaked  with  a  wax  or 
paraffin,  making  it  waterproof.  This 
material  has  been  extensively  tried  out 
and  used  by  a  number  of  successful  grow¬ 
ers  and  found  satisfactory.  This  material 
is  made  by  the  Flexo  Glass  Co.,  1457  N. 
Cicero  Ave.,  Chicago,  Ill.  and  costs  around 
15c  a  sq.  yd.  We  will  use  3  ft.  widths 
in  frames  to  fit  between  3  ft.  spaced 
bars — these  frames  to  reach  from  gutter 
to  ridge.  They  will  be  placed  in  position 
after  the  buds  are  set,  leaving  the  plants 
exposed  to  the  full  air  of  summer  ex¬ 


cept  for  the  shade  of  a  thin  grade  of 
cloth  (12  threads  to  the  inch)  that  we 
stretch  over  all  such  exposed  mums  dur¬ 
ing  summer.  It  affords  some  protection 
from  drying  wind  and  keeps  the  growth 
softer.  It  also  protects  from  summer  in¬ 
sects.  We  find  our  cold  houses,  as  equip¬ 
ped,  safe  to  figure  on  a  crop  of  big 
mums  up  to  Oct.  15-20,  but  when  we 
have  a  house  in  at  this  late  date,  we  are 
prepared  with  sash  to  close  in  the  sides, 
for  by  late  October,  15-20  degree  temper¬ 
ature  must  be  figured  with. 


OUT  IN  THE  OPEN 

While  we  occasionally  hear  of  big  mums 
being  successfully  flowered  early  without 
glass,  or  Flexo  glass,  this  method  should 
not  be  depended  on  in  the  Central  states. 
Big  mums  are  easily  damaged  by  wind 
and  moisture.  The  foilage  can  be  dam¬ 
aged  as  some  California  mums  are,  but 
any  irregularity  in  the  flowers  condemns 
them.  Pompons  on  the  other  hand  are 
harder  and  stand  considerable  more  ex¬ 
posure.  Most  any  Oct.  variety  is  easily 
flowered  by  Sept.  15-20  with  no  more 
protection  against  frost  than  that  afford¬ 
ed  by  the  material  used  to  darken  them. 
But  the  shading  should  start  early  — 
July  5,  and  the  planting  must  be  done 
early  or  they  will  be  short  stemmed  and 
meet  a  world  of  competition.  Because  of 
the  comparative  ease  with  which  this 
outdoor  crop  is  produced,  the  profit  in 
them  the  past  few  seasons  has  been  close; 
in  fact,  they  have  been  a  loss  unless  long 
stemmed  and  clean. 

November,  or  even  late  October  vari¬ 
eties,  should  not  be  attempted  in  this 
early  outdoor  growing  but  such  are 
flowered  perfectly  in  protected  cold  hous¬ 
es.  It  will  be  noted  we  refer  to  3  distinct 
uses  or  kinds  of  cloth.  To  clarify  this, 
we  should  say  aster  or  cheese  cloth  is 
used  only  for  protection  against  summer 
sun  and  insects.  “Black  Cloth”  is  the 
opaque  or  nearly  lightproof  material  ap¬ 
plied  3-4  weeks  to  induce  premature 
setting  of  buds.  This  same  material  is 
generally  left  in  position  to  protect  them 
from  cold  or  rain.  And  third,  Flexo  Glass 
cloth,  that  is  only  for  such  protection. 

Growing  shaded  pompons  in  the  open 
is  not  as  profitable  as  it  might  seem.  It 
costs  to  get  good  stock  and  plant  early, 
when  a  greenhouse  grower  is  usually 
quite  busy  and  occasionally  this  planting 
must  be  protected  against  a  late  May 
frost.

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APPLYING  SHADE 

With  new  cloth  that  produces  a  maxi¬ 
mum  shade,  we  roll  the  cloth  over  them 
at  6  P.  M.,  leaving  it  until  7  A.  M., 
following  morning.  If  the  cloth  is  worn 
some  thru  several  seasons  use,  we  apply 
it  an  hour  earlier.  If  this  isn’t  done,  it 
will  require  longer  to  get  buds  set.  With 
large  mums,  a  few  days  over  three  weeks 
is  ordinarily  required  to  set  buds,  after 
which,  discontinue  shading.  With  the 
pompons,  the  shading  must  be  continued 
after  the  first  or  center  bud  is  set.  This 
is  necessary  to  get  the  side  buds  set,  and 
usually  calls  for  10  days  or  2  weeks 
longer  shading.  On  October  pompons, 
around  60  days  can  be  safely  figured 
from  the  start  or  shading  to  cutting  of 
crop.  November  varieties  will  run  a 
week  or  10  days  over  this.  Big  mums 
will  cover  about  the  same  time  from 
shading  to  cutting,  tho  varieties  vary  in 
this  class.  In  shading  there  is,  of  course, 
no  need  for  it  after  dark;  so  if  it  blows 
off,  no  harm  will  be  done.  In  fact,  if  you 
miss  the  covering  entirely  a  night  or  two, 
it  will  make  no  material  difference. 

TO  DELAY  FLOWERING 

This  is  done  thru  prolonging  daylight 
with  electric  lights  as  already  suggested. 
For  mid-season  kind,  turn  on  lights  about 
Aug.  20.  For  December  varieties,  start  a 
week  later.  Do  not  start  later,  or  finished 
stock  will  tend  to  have  long  necks  and 
sometimes,  malformed  flowers.  Use  40 
Watt  bulbs  with  reflectors.  Space  lights 
5  feet  and  high  enough  to  spread  the  light 
well  over  the  bed.  Turn  lights  on  when 
darkness  is  reached  and  for  3  hours  daily. 
Continue  the  lighting  for  three-fourths  as 
many  days  as  it  is  wished  to  delay  flower¬ 
ing;  in  other  words,  if  you  wish  to  defer 
flowering  20  days,  keep  the  lights  on 
them  15  days.  It  is  not  considered  prac¬ 
tical  to  delay  flowering  more  than  3  or  4 
weeks.  Take  first  bud  showing  after  light 
treatment  stops.  While  the  behavior  of 
varieties  varies  under  this  treatment,  suc¬ 
cess  with  the  above  suggestions  has  been 
fairly  uniform. 


BLACK  CLOTH  MECHANICS 

“Over  the  top”  shading,  as  we  call  it, 
requires  much  less  time  to  operate  and 
takes  even  less  cloth  than  covering  beds 
individually.  The  large  18  foot  strips  can 
be  rolled  up  by  pulleys  in  a  fraction  of 
the  time  it  would  take  to  cover  the 
space  doing  each  bed  separately.  It’s 
simple,  too.  In  effect,  we  simply  start  at 
the  ground  and  roll  each  18  foot  width 
of  cloth  on  up  the  ridge,  pictured  on 
page  20.  Here  it  stays  all  day.  As  you 
will  see  in  the  photo,  this  is  done  by  a 
rope  and  pulley,  operated  from  the 
ground.  Here  are  details: 

Cut  cloth  in  lengths  long  enough  to  go 
clear  across  house,  from  ground,  over 
ridge  and  down  other  side;  we  find  18 
feet  the  most  convenient  width.  Before 
you  spread  cloth  over  the  house,  fasten 
a  rope  to  the  ridge  4  feet  inward  from 
each  edge  of  each  18  foot  width.  Make 
it  plenty  long  (see  later)  and  let  it  trail 
on  the  ground.  Now  spread  the  cloth 
over  the  house,  on  top  of  the  rope,  and 
fasten  it  to  the  ridge  with  a  strip  of 
lath.  To  prevent  light  leaking  thru,  allow 
one  foot  overlap  between  eighteen  foot 
sections.  Now  staple  two  pulleys  to  the 
ridge  above  the  cloth  at  the  same  point 
where  ropes  were  tied  previosuly — 4  feet 
inward  from  each  edge  of  each  18  foot 
strip.  Now,  for  a  “core”  to  roll  the 
cloth  up  on,  nail  an  18  foot  strip  of  2  in. 
x  2  in.  along  the  edge  of  cloth  near  the 
ground.  Then,  so  that  you  can  pull  the 
cloth  down  from  the  ridge,  attach  a  cord 
to  this  pole  and  make  it  long  enough  to 
reach  clear  from  ridge  to  ground  even 
when  rolled  up  in  the  cloth. 

Now  make  it  work.  The  long  (remem¬ 
ber?)  rope  you  tied  to  the  ridge  pole 
should  reach  down  under  the  cloth  to  the 
ground,  up  over  it  to  the  ridge,  through 
the  pulley,  then  back  to  the  ground — 
and  your  hands.  Pull  it,  and  the  18  foot 
strip  of  cloth  should  roll  nicely  up  the 
side  of  the  house.
